After  directing  ( ekyll  and  Hvde  last  year,  I'd 
found  myself  in  a  dilemma.  I  had  been  immensely  happy 
with  the  production,  as  had  the  cast,  as  had,  apparently, 
most  members  of  the  audience.  To  me,  the  success  meant 
more  than  simply  a  directorial  debut  that  I  wasn't  ashamed 
of;  it  was  a  validation  of  everything  I'd  wanted  and  worked 
for,  and  I  had  walked  away  happy.  The  experience  had 
left  me  drained,  albeit  contentedly,  both  physically  and 
mentally,  and  I  was  unsure  of  where  1  would  go  from  there  as  a 
director. 

Over  the  summer,  I  was  offered  the  directing  job  for 
Something's  Afoot.  A  completely  different  kind  of  show  was  at  my 
disposal:  a  uniform  set,  highly  comedic,  a  world  away  from  the 
constant  location  changes  and  melodrama  in  Frank  Wildhorn's 
piece.  Still,  I  approached  it  as  best  I  could. . . 

. .  .and  was  pleasantly  dumbfounded  at  the  results. 

The  amount  of  work  that  the  cast  has  put  into  this 
production  has  been  nothing  short  of  astounding,  and  somehow,  the 
enjoyment  we  got  out  of  the  rehearsal  process  was  immense.  During 
rehearsals,  it  was  not  uncommon  to  find  the  entire  cast,  as  well  as 
myself,  the  assistant  director,  and  the  musical  director,  laughing  out 
loud  either  at  what  was  happening  onstage  or  off.  The  cast  dove 
headfirst  into  the  subject  matter,  coming  up  for  air  only  to  laugh, 
and  then  to  submerge  again. 

We've  had  a  fantastic  time  preparing  this  show  for  you,  and 
we  know  that  you'll  enjoy  it.  Thank  you  so  much  for  sharing  this 
night  with  us,  from  our  family  to  yours.
